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This is a response to the PETITION filed November 10, 2003. The petition 
requests that the abandonment, as set forth in the Notice of Abandonment of 
October 30, 2003, for failure to timely file a proper response to the Office letter 
dated April 08, 2003 be withdrawn. The petitioner asserts that applicants timely 
filed a proper response to the Office letter of April 08, 2003 on October 08, 2003 
together with the Petition for Extension of Time. 

DECISION
